COUNTY” SCHOOLS 
GET $15,735.81 OF 
THE STATE TOTAL 


Governor Dave Sholtz An- 
nounces Distribution 
Thursday 
The schools of Palm Beach coun- 
ty will receive $15,735.81 from the] 
half-million dolar pre-Christmas 
school distribution, notice of which 
was received by local school of- 
ficials today from the state board. 
The distribution, announced by 
Governor Sholtz, Coripiroller J. M. 
Lec and State Superintendent, W. 
S. Cawthon in Tallahassee yester- 
day, brings the total state ald for 
schools this terrh up to $1,275,560 
which is more than double the 
state:aid granted the schools be- 
fore Christmas last year, which 
was $598,593.91. 
The half-million dollar distribu- 
tion included $100,000 transferred 
from the Motor Vehicle Expense 
Fund, which amount represented 
economies and savings in the 
ministration of the Motor Vehicle 
department and $150,000 from the 
General Revenue Fund, which lat- 
ter represents increased collections 
under Comptroller Lee's directio: 
and economies in state govern- | 
mental expenditures and $250,000 
from the sale of tags. 
The distribution is in line with 
the publicily expressed policies of 
Governor Sholtz and Comptrolle> 
Lee that every effort of the state 
government be directed to making 
available a minimum of $9,000,000 
of state aid for the schools thi 
year and $10,50,000, if humanly 
Possible. The schools received 
$5,467,924 state aid last term.
